SAN FRANCISCO--(Special to The Bulletin)--West Coast OPCers are planning a spec- 
tacular salute from San Francisco and Hollywood in conjunction with the dedication of 
the OPC Memorial Center in NYC on Dec. 13 and the NBC-TV color program. 

Frisco's Press and Union League Club will be the setting here. Southern Cal OPCers 
will stage their salute at L.A. Press Club or NBC studios in Hollywood. 

OPC committee here, headed by Your Correspondent (JOSEPH Q. RIZNIK), includes HERB 
CAEN, ROBIN KINKEAD, DAVID PERLMAN, and JOE ROSENTHAL...Hollywood OPC Committee in 
formation headed by BERYL KENT, JOE LAITIN and ELMER PETERSON. 

S.F. Press Club prexy Paul Speegle, Scripps-Howard radio-tv columnist, is cooperat- 
ing with OPCers and KRON-TV, the NBC affiliate here. Harold P. See, general manager of 
the station and an NBC TV pioneer in NYC and Baltimore; Roland Irving, KRON director of 
promotion, and Leo J. MeyBerg, S.F. & RCA-NBC representative, plan installation of two 
21-inch color receivers --pre-production models flown here and to be used for first 
time in a public event. Robert Alderman, former secretary of California's Gov. Goodwin 
Knight and head of the Press Club's program committee, will coordinate the OPC-Press 
Club event. 

The main lounge of the Club here will be used for the salute. The guest list at 
this time includes 325 newsmen, publishers, and civic officials. 

Here on the West Coast, of course, the late dinner hour telecast will be received 
at our cocktail time. So for us here it will be a perfect toasting time in honor of 
our Eastern colleagues. 

Also being planned is participation of west coast radio and TV stations in feature 
presentations on Dec. 7 and on the weekend preceding the Dec. 13 date.

DESK-FAX, FACSIMILE TRANSMISSION MACHINE, INSTALLED IN CLUBHOUSE 


For the convenience of the Club members, Western Union has installed near the 
entrance of the Overseas Press Club Memorial Center the desk-fax, a miniature facsimile 
machine which sends and receives telegrams instantly in "picture" form at the touch of 
a button. Now any Member who wishes to send a telegram can hand it to the lady at the 
reception desk, and she will send the message for him. She will place it on the 
cylinder of the desk-fax and push a button. That's all. The desk-fax works like 
magic......blikewise, if a Member wishes to have his associates address telegrams to 
him "in care of the Overseas Press Club, Fax, New York,” Western Union will transmit 
them to the desk-fax machine at the Club. The receptionist will give them to the mem- 
ber if he is present, or hold them for his arrival. ......the desk-fax sends your 
message swiftly and automatically. There can be no mistake because the desk-fax sends &) 
just what it "sees". The secret of its operation is a tiny electronic 'eye'. As the 
message revolves on the cylinder of machine, this ultra-sensitive eye instantly reacts 
to the light and dark portions of the blank, represented by the written words, and sends 
electrical impulses over the wire....Western Union has installed about 20,000 desk-fax 
machines in business offices, eliminating time consuming messenger pick-up and delivery.
